State  Welfare  Explains 
Services  For  Recipients 


Helena  —  A  new  brochure 
issued  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  PubHc  Welfare  spells 
out  the  services  to  the  elderly 
available  at  the  county  wel- 
fare departments  throughout 
the  state. 

The  county  departments 
will: 

1.  Certify  and  recertify  for 
food  stamps.  This  includes  an- 
swering any  questions  about 
food  stamps. 

2.  Redetermine  eligibility 
for  money  grants. 

3.  Authorize  medical  care 
not  covered  by  medical  assist- 
ance. 

4.  Straighten  out  medical  as- 
sistance problems  such  as: 
lost  medical  identification 
cards,  names  left  off  medical 
identification  cards,  medical 
identification  cards  that  are

Retiree  Groups 
Aid  Montana 
Conference  Effort 

Montana's  drive  for  stcrte- 
v/ide  participation  in  the  1971 
White  House  Conference  was 
given  a  boost  at  three  meet- 
ings in  Great  Falls,  Helena 
and  Kalispell  last  month. 

The  American  Association 
of  Retired  Persons  and  the  Na- 
tional Retired  Teachers  Asso- 
ciation, in  cooperation  with 
the  Montana  Commission  on 
Aging,  staged  complimentary 
luncheons  for  civic,  social  and 
professional  leaders  in  these 
three  communities. 

At  each  of  the  luncheons 
plans  for  the  White  House 
Conference  were  outlined  by 
Robert  I.  Utzinger,  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  NRTA  and  AARP 
regional  representative,  Jo- 
seph W.  Laird,  President  of 
the  Montana  Retired  Teach- 
ers Association,  and  Lyle 
Downing,   Montana  Commis-

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Director's  Report 


The  Montana  Commission 
on  Aging  has  submitted  a  new 
state  plan  requested  by  the  De- 
partment of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare,  as  a  require- 
ment for  eligibility  to  continue 
to  administer  Title  III  of  the 
Older  Americans  Act.  The 
first  plan  was  submitted  in 
1966  shortly  before  the  Com- 
mission on  Aging  began  oper- 
ations. The  new  plan  is  much 
more  comprehensive  and  pro- 
vides for  broadening  the  Com- 
mission's programs. 

One  of  the  principal  duties 
of  the  Commission  administra- 
tive staff  will  be  the  planning, 
evaluation  and  coordination 
of  activities  dealing  with  prob- 
lems of  the  aging. 

The  major  objectives  of  the 
Commission  in  this  respect 
have  been  grouped  into  seven 
areas  ranked  on  the  basis  of 
relative  need  with  considera- 
tion given  to  practicability  of 
accomplishment. 

The  seven  categories  are: 
group  social,  reclamation  and 
cultural  activities;  transporta- 
tion, health,  housing,  training 
and  education,  nutrition  and 
income  and  employment. 

Jack  Tucker,  administrative 
officer  for  the  Commission,  ex- 
plained that  the  findings  used 
for  basis  to  determine  priority 
were  obtained  from  surveys  at 


the  community  level,  particu- 
larly one  conducted  during 
1970  by  the  Institute  for  Social 
Science  Research  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Montana. 

It  was  emphasized  in  the 
University's  report  that  virtu- 
ally all  elderly  people  feel  a 
need  to  have  some  kind  of 
functional  role  to  play  in  soci- 
ety. Large  numbers  of  elder- 
ly persons  are  isolated  with  no 
organizational  or  group  affili- 
ations. 

The  University  investigators 
determined  that  it  is  necessary 
for  the  Commission  to  work  to- 
ward the  formulation  of  nu- 
merous local  groups  which 
can  be  used  as  focal  points 
to  activate  the  seven  objec- 
tives, particularly  in  rural 
areas  where  the  elderly  hove 
access  to  fewer  services  than 
are  available  in  the  urban 
areas. 

The  Commission  already  is 
carrying  out  the  mandate  by 
organization  of  mini-centers 
through  limited  funding  with 
particular  emphasis  on  utili- 
zation of  volunteers  and  local 
facilities  in  order  to  obtain 
maximum  use  of  the  funds 
available. 

The  Commission  also  is  pro- 
viding the  senior  centers 
throughout  the  state  with  prop- 


er guidance  from  the  state  of- 
fice so  as  to  prepare  them  for 
community  planning  to  im- 
prove the  status  of  the  older 
citizen.  In  addition  to  the  ob- 
jectives listed,  the  Commission 
also  plans  to  have  its  Helena 
office  act  as  a  clearing  house 
for  general  programs  affecting 
the  elderly.  The  staff  will  work 
with  other  state  agencies  in 
dealing  with  problems  of  the 
older  Americans. 

Before  the  plan  was  sent  to ' 
HEW,  Governor  Forrest  H.  An- 
derson reviewed  it.  In  a  letter 
to  the  Commission  he  stated: 
"I  was  pleased  with  your  plan- 
ning for  the  future  and  find  it 
in  accord  with  the  goals  of 
this  administration." 

The  Commission  now  is  op- 
erating 19  centers  in  the  state. 
The  latest  to  be  funded  are  at 
Sidney,  Roundup,  Choteau 
and  Libby.  An  application  for 
a  center  at  Anaconda  is  under 
study. 

Members  are  reminded  that 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mission will  be  held  Decem- 
ber 18  in  the  Board  of  Exam-| 
iners  conference  room  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  Capitol 
building. 


One  hundred  and  eighty 
persons  attended  the  White 
House  iorum  in  Great  Falls. 

Senate  Hearings  to  Go 
'Directly  to  People' 

Washington,  D.C. — Senator 
Jennings  Randolph  stated  to- 
day that  he  will  "go  directly 
to  the  people"  when  he  con- 
ducts hearings  in  West  Vir- 
ginia as  part  of  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Aging's  study 
oi  "Older  Americans  in  Rural 
Areas  —  Transportation"  on 
9  October  27  and  28. 

The  Senator  said,  "We  al- 
ways try  to  hear  from  the  el- 
derly themselves  when  we 
conduct  hearings  about  the 
problems  that  affect  the  lives 
of  older  Americans.  But  our 
Committee  rarely  has  the  op- 
portunity to  visit  communities 
Vv'-here  the  elderly  live,  to  see 
for  ourselves  the  difficulties 
they  face  every  day." 

The  West  Virginia  Senator 
stressed  that:  "The  almost  to- 
tal lack  of  public  transporta- 
tion in  rural  areas  may  con- 
tribute in  large  measure  to 
many  of  the  problems  of  the 
elderly;  including  poverty, 
isolation,  inadeguate  health 
care  and  poorly  organized 
g^  services.  Our  hearings  will 
^  undoubtedly  provide  valua- 
ble information  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Aging  study  and  for

1971  White  House 
Parley  Forums 
Held  in  State 

The  1971  White  House  con- 
ference forums  now  being 
conducted  by  the  Montana 
Commission  on  Aging 
throughout  the  state  have  al- 
ready brought  to  light  some 
of  the  problems  that  elderly 
people  in  this  state  cannot 
cope  with  without  help. 

The  forums  are  likened  to 
the  processes  which  doctors 
use  in  knowing  the  ailment 
before  prescribing  —  at  least 
this  is  the  way  John  Haugan, 
planning  specialist  for  the 
Commission  describes  their 
problem. 

In  Great  Falls  it  seemed  that 
transportation  was  a  major 
obstacle  followed  by  the  Medi- 
care not  providing  eyeglasses, 
hearing  aides,  and  dentures 
to  those  with  limited  incomes. 

In  Malta  transportation  was 
definitely  the  major  problem. 
There  is  no  public  transporta- 
tion in  that  community.  Not 
even  mail  delivery. 

In  Butte,  the  number  one 
problem  was  inadeguate  in- 
come which  is  being  com- 
pounded by  the  ineguity  of 
the  Social  Security  percentage 
raise  wherein  those  that  need 
an  increase  the  most  get  the 
least.  For  those  who  have 
property  it  was  felt  that  an 
even  greater  tax  break  was

reguired  with  some  sort  of 
guarantee  that  homes  would 
not  be  confiscated  for  taxes. 

In  Livingston  and  Missoula 
as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  cen- 
ters it  is  a  major  problem  to 
find  some  way  to  make  the  fa- 
cilities self-supporting  when 
federal  assistance  is  with- 
drawn. 

Ten  legislators  have  been 
present  at  the  forums  to  ac- 
guaint  themselves  with  some 
of  the  aging  problems. 

More  forums  are  scheduled: 
Helena,  November  10;  Hamil- 
ton, November  12.  A  combined 
forum  will  be  held  on  Novem- 
ber 13  for  Alberton,  Superior 
and  St.  Regis  at  Superior. 
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White  House  Plan 
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sion  on  Aging  executive  di- 
rector. 

Utzinger  told  the  luncheon 
guests  that  unlike  the  1961 
White  House  Conference,  the 
sessions  next  November  will 
be  highlighted  by  grass  roots 
senior  citizen  participation. 
At  the  last  White  House  con- 
ference the  emphasis  was 
placed  largely  on  the  delib- 
erations of  professional  work- 
ers in  the  aging  field. 

Mr.  Laird,  speaking  for  the 
retired  teachers,  said  that  that 
group  had  pledged  its  full  sup- 
port to  the  Commission  on  Ag- 
ing which  has  been  designat- 
ed by  Governor  Forrest  H.  An- 
derson as  the  coordinating 
agency  for  the  White  House 
Conference. 

Mr.  Downing  prefaced  his 
discussion  of  the  White  House 
Conference  with  a  brief  res- 
ume of  the  accomplishments 
of  the  state  commission  during 
the  four  and  one-half  years  it 
has  been  administering  Title 
III  of  the  Older  Americans  Act. 
He  said  that  the  Commission 
has  funded  19  senior  centers 
throughout  the  state  as  well 
as  a  number  of  training,  em- 
ployment and  educational 
projects. 

He  told  the  luncheon  guests 
that  if  they  desire  to  make  an 
in-depth  study  of  aging  prob- 
lems in  Montana,  the  Com- 
mission would  make  available 
a  survey  based  on  a  year-long 
investigation  by  the  Institute 
for  Social  Science  Research  at 
the  University  of  Montana. 

"If  the  70,000  elderly  resi- 


dents of  this  state  are  to  re- 
ceive their  full  share  of  social, 
recreational  and  educational 
services  already  available  to 
other  segments  of  the  popula- 
tion, we  must  present  a  com- 
prehensive plan  spelling  out 
their  needs  to  the  White  House 
Conference,"  Downing  said. 
"The  job  of  sorting  out  and 
giving  priority  to  the  needs  of 
some  20  million  older  Ameri- 
cans in  the  50  states  will  be  a 
gigantic  job,"  he  continued, 
"and  programs  approved  can- 
not be  speedily  activated.  If 
Montana  is  to  have  a  strong 
voice  in  Washington  we  must 
marshal  all  our  people  in  sup- 
port of  the  White  House  Con- 
ference." 

Mr.  Downing  also  called  at- 
tention to  an  address  by  Gov- 
ernor Anderson  at  the  Gov- 
ernor's Conference  on  Aging 
last  month  in  Missoula.  The 
Governor  said: 

"Fifty  years  ago  for  elderly 
persons  without  family  or  fi- 
nancial resources  it  was  over 
the  hill  to  the  poorhouse.  That 
has  been  changed.  We  admit 
that  many  advances  have 
been  made  in  aiding  the  aged 
including  the  Social  Security 
Act  which  was  signed  by  Pres- 
ident Franklin  Delano  Roose- 
velt 35  years  ago." 

The  Governor  said  that  he 
believed  the  last  most  impor- 
tant step  forward  was  in  1965 
when  the  Older  Americans 
Act  became  law. 

"I  hope,"  the  Governor  con- 
cluded, "through  the  Commis- 
sion on  Aging  this  state  will 
come  up  with  a  comprehen- 
sive presentation  of  the  needs

Reduced  Air  Fare 
for  Older  Adults? 

Washington,  D.C.— A  bill  to 
authorize  reduced  fares  for 
older  people  has  been  intro- 
duced in  the  Senate  by  Frank 
Moss  (D.,  Utah),  with  Missouri 
Senator  Thomas  F.  Eagleton 
(D),  acting  as  one  of  the  co- 
sponsors. 

"I  believe  airlines  should 
provide  seats  to  seniors  on  a 
confirmed  reservation  basis  at 
50  per  cent  of  full  fare  Mon- 
day through  Thursday,"  Moss 
said  in  introducing  the  legis- 
lation. 

Airlines  have  indicated  that 
without  some  type  of  further 
legislative  authority  they 
would  not  be  in  a  position  to 
offer  the  special  rates.  Moss' 
bill  calls  for  amending  the 
Federal  Aviation  Act  of  1958, 
which  allows  for  reduced  rates 
for  Ministers. 

"The  American  taxpayers 
subsidized  the  local  carriers 
by  $36  million  last  year  be- 
cause they  were  flying  below 
passenger  capabilities.  My  bill 
to  allow  senior  citizens  to  fly 
at  a  reduced  rate  will  not  only 
have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the 
elderly  but  could  reduce  the 
amount  of  subsidy  the  tax- 
payers have  to  pay,"  Moss 
said. 

Aloha  and  Hawaiian  air- 
lines are  the  only  air  carriers 
that  now  grant  elderly  passen- 
gers reduced  fares. 


A  review  of  Employment 
Service  job  placement  activi- 
ties over  the  nine-month  peri- 
od ending  September  30,  re- 
veals that  while  there  was  a 
substantial  upswing  in  hiring 
activities  during  the  summer 
months,  employment  oppor- 
tunities continued  to  lag  com- 
pared to  the  same  period  one 
year  ago. 

Jess  Fletcher,  director  of  the 
state  employment  service  of 
the  Employment  Security 
Commission  said  registration 
of  new  job  seekers  (all  ages 
combined)  was  up  from  44,098 
in  1969  to  47,269  in  1970,  a  6.9 
per  cent  increase.  At  the  same 
time,  he  said,  total  job  place- 
ments dropped  from  26,191  to 
22,797,  a  13  per  cent  decrease. 

Older  workers  (45  and  up) 
fared  no  better  or  worse  than 
other  age  groups  with  new 
job  registrations  up  from  6,103 
in  1969  to  6,445  in  1970  for  a 
5.6  per  cent  increase,  and  job

placements  dropped  from  3,- 
778  to  3,293,  also  registering 
a  13  per  cent  decrease. 

On  the  brighter  side,  age  65 
and  over  work  registrations 
rose  from  387  to  394  during  the 
first  nine  months  of  the  year 
for  a  modest  1.8  per  cent  in- 
crease, and  contrary  to  the 
younger  workers,  job  place- 
ments rose  from  203  to  219, 
up  8  per  cent. 

With  the  advent  of  the 
"Green  Thumb"  work  training 
program  in  Montana,  70  dis- 
advantaged, low  income,  over 
age  55  workers  have  been 
screened  by  employment  serv- 
ice offices  and  referred  to  work 
projects  in  Cascade,  Silver^ 
Bow,  Powell,  Choteau,  Lewis  w 
&  Clark,  and  Fergus  counties. 
They  are  presently  employed 
at  $1.60  per  hour,  the  work 
week  may  vary  from  24  to  32 
hours,  enabling  them  to  earn 
up  to  $1,600  by  July  1,  of  1971. 
The  program  is  sponsored  by 
the  Montana  Farmers  Union. 

In  addition  to  job  place- 
ment, the  state  employment 
service  has  screened  1 63  older 
workers  into  various  federal 
manpower  training  programs 
during  the  first  9  months  of 
1970.  All  programs  are  geared 
to  improve  the  employability 
of  low  income,  disadvantaged 
individuals.  Depending  on 
the  need,  trainees  are  enrolled 
from  2  to  52  weeks.  Qualified  ^ 
individuals  may  receive  a 
training  allowance  while  en- 
rolled, Fletcher  said.

not  readable,  medical  bills 
people  receive. 

5.  Answer  questions  about 
money  payment  or  eligibility. 

Whenever  elderly  people 
desire  help  the  county  depart- 
ments will: 

•  provide  homemaker  serv- 
ices, such  as  help  with  per- 
sonal care  —  laundry  —  meal 
planning. 

•  arrange  an  upgrading  of 
living  conditions  —  moving 
plans  —  find  a  family  or  a 
boarding  home  —  help  have 
repairs  or  improvements  made 
on  present  house  —  locate  a 
nursing  home  if  necessary. 

•  get  a  Senior  Citizen  Center 
to  provide  membership  and 
the  services  available  there. 

•  provide  transportation  for 
shopping,  business,  church, 
social  gatherings  and  visits 
to  the  doctor,  dentist,  hospital, 
etc. 

One  of  the  most  important 
services  the  county  welfare 
department  offers  is  to  assure 
older  persons  of  their  rights 
and  responsibilities  to  the  pub- 
lic welfare  agency  or  any  oth- 
er community  agency.  Ac- 
ceptance or  rejection  of  any 
service  does  not  affect  the 
person's  right  to  receive  mon- 
ey payments  regardless  of 
race,  creed,  or  national  origin. 

The  county  welfare  depart- 
ment will  assure  that  a  fair 
hearing  will  be  held  in  any 
matter  that  the  older  person 
believes  he  is  not  being  pro- 
vided with  assistance  pay- 
ments and/or  services  he  has 
a  right  to  expect  —  or  if  his

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the  development  of  new  legis- 
lation, more  responsive  to  the 
needs  of  our  rural  elderly  citi- 
zens." 

Fountain  of  Youth 

•  The  proverbial  "fountain 
of  youth"  may  have  some  ex- 
tra added  ingredients  which 
no  one  ever  dreamed  of — beer 
and  oxygen. 

Dr.  Arthur  Black,  a  Seattle 
physician,  found  that  a  glass 
of  beer,  as  opposed  to,  say,  a 
glass  of  juice,  helped  older 
patients  to  relax.  They  be- 
came more  congenial  and  co- 
operative, and  needed  fewer 
tranquilizers  and  diuretics. 

The  other  half  of  the  recipe, 
a  blast  of  oxygen,  is  not  quite 
as  tried  and  true,  but  still 
seems  to  be  yielding  good  re- 
sults, according  to  Command- 
er G.  B.  Hart,  chief  of  surgery 
at  the  Long  Beach  Naval  Hos- 
pital. The  treatment  consists 
of  adding  oxygen  to  body  tis- 
sues under  pressure,  and  is 
technically  known  as  hyper- 
baric oxygenation.

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Testing  Trailer  May 
be  Health  Solution 

Glasgow — At  the  five-coun- 
ty comprehensive  health  meet- 
ing held  October  8,  at  the  di- 
rection of  Dr.  John  S.  Ander- 
son, State  Board  of  Health  Ad- 
ministrator, a  special  group 
discussed  the  health  prob- 
lems of  older  people  in  Sheri- 
dan, Daniels,  Roosevelt,  Rich- 
land and  Valley  counties. 
Other  panel  members  at  the 
meeting  talked  about  immuni- 
zation, mother  and  child  care 
and  environmental  problems. 

The  older  adults  health  dis- 
cussion included  presenta- 
tions by  Mel  Lindburg,  Board 
of  Health;  Tom  Boe,  nursing 
home  administrator;  John  Hau- 
gan.  Planing  Specialist  for  the 
Commission  on  Aging  in  addi- 
tion to  doctors  and  public 
health  personnel. 

To  facilitate  the  required 
multi-phasic  screening  —  sim- 
ple testing  for  diabetes,  TB, 
glacoma,  and  the  "blow-hard" 
test  for  lung  conditions  it  was 
suggested  that  a  trailer  equip- 
ped for  testing  was  a  possible 
answer. 

The  sparse  population  in 
the  huge  area  coupled  with 
the  lack  of  public  health  nurs- 
es presents  a  difficult  problem 
in  preventative  care  and  fol- 
low-up after  treatment. 

Further  studies  may  prove 
the  feasibility  of  the  testing 
trailer  for  use  in  the  17  eastern 
counties  of  the  state.
